Baker paid the $40 a month rent 
regularly. 

On Jan. 1, Mrs. Baker mailed the 
landlord the rent, but the money 
was returned. In court, Mrs. Baker 
obtained a stay uuiil March 1, ac- 
cording to the tenants’ organization. 
However, the family has eaten up 
the January rent money, 
couldn't raise the full $40.

® Six o'clock at night is the busiest time 
for many small retail stores. When 10,000 
retailers closed their establishments last 
night for fifteen minutes in protest against 
the WPA cuts, they risked the loss of some 
immediate sales. But they understood that 
closing down for a few minutes now might 
save them from ruin and bankruptcy later 
if the Senate approves the WPA slash made 
by the House.

Shameful Practices 


© The decision of the Circuit Court in the 
Strachey case once again raises the ques- 
tion: does Chamberlain run the American 
Embassy in London? 

John Strachey’s visa to the United States 
was revoked by the American Consul in Lon- 
don after the writer had already sailed for 
this country. This occurred just after the 
Munich betrayal and was obvidusly the re- 
sult of pressure from the British Foreign 
Office, which was anxious to prevent Stra- 
chey from revealing the magnitude of the 
opposition to Chamberlain. Now the Circuit 
Court states bluntly that in revoking a visa 
after it had been issued, the American con- 
sul in London acted not only without prece- 
dent but without legal authority. 

Throughout the entire procedure, the 
State Department has shamelessly upheld 
the illegal action of its Consul in London. 
Meanwhile, the behavior of the Labor De- 
partment, in never questioning the illegal 
action, has been practically as bad. 

The Circuit Court decision should help 
correct some of the seandalous practices 
whereby the State Department and the Im- 
migration Division of the Labor Depart- 
ment often truckle to Tory forces here and 
abroad.

The 
menace of this bill is, of course, that it seeks 
to wreck the Transport Workers Union, 
which is the leader and shield of the transit 
workers, It is one of the many hopes of the 
labor-haters for creating that confusion and 
division around approaching transit unifica- 
tion, which will enable the reactionaries to 
smuggle in an anti-labor policy on the transit 
system, and to shut off the legal right of col- 
lective bargaining.
